THE REV. C. P. ANDERSON FINAL- 
LY CHOSEN COADJUTOR BISHOP. 


Stormy Session of the Episcopal Con- 
vention Results in His Election 
After Protests from the Laity 
Voteed by Edwin Walker—Clerical 
Dody Is Arraighed—In the End Ob- 
jectors Are Included in Committee 
to Provide the $5,000 Salary Voted. 


— 


After a long, stormy session of the Epis- 
copal convention at the Cathedral of 88. 
Peter and Paul yesterday, Rector Charles 
Palmerston Anderson of Grace Church, Oak 
Park, was elected Coadjutor Bishop of the 
Chicago Diocese and his salary was fixed at 
$5,000 a year. The protest of the Chicago 
laity was voiced. with strenuous emphasts 
by. Edwin. Walker, the lawyer, who pleaded 
again and again for a postponement, but 
his appeals were vain. He asked what 
were the rights of the lay delegates but he 
got no answer that sulted him. In the end 
the protestors were included in the Com- 
| mittee on Ways and Means to provide the 

salary of the man to whom they had ob- 

The Rev. James 8. Stone of St. James’ 
took the side of the laity in the acrimonious 
discussion and said: ‘‘I want to protest 
against this skillfully arranged scheme to 
force a candidate upon the convention.“ 

In anewer the majority of tha clergymen 
took the general ground that the unanimity 


seeming emphasis of a higher guidance than 
man's in the matter. 

When all was over and the clergy had 
proved their strength the venerable Bishop 
McLaren in a broken voice thanked all pres- 
ent for placing at his side a man whom he had

In the call for a coadjutor’s election was 
embodied the request for necessary legisla- 
tion connected with the choice. This legis- 
lation, had reference to salary and the means 
for raising it. The committee passing on 
this was composed of the Rev. E. M. Stires, 
the Rev. J. H. Edwards, the Rev. W. 
De Witt, and the Rev. A. W. Little, and 
Laymen D. B. Lyman, Fawn Walker, W. H. 
Chadwick, Arthur Ryerson, F. A. Hardy, 
and J. 8. Boynton. This committee, after 
half an hour, fixed on $5,000 as the coad- 
jutor’s salary, and the raising of that part 
of the amotint necessary before the annual 
appropriations in May was referred to the 
Standing committee of the diocese, with 
power given to act. 

Following a feeling speech made by Bishop 
McLaren with reference to the happy end- 
ing of the convention, the convention sang 
“Gloria in Exeelsis” and was dismissed 
with a benediction by the Bishop. 

May Be Consecrated on Feb. 28. 

It ts thought that the newly-elected 
Coadjutor Bishop may be consecrated by 
Feb. 28. Testimonials as to his election 
must he sent to the standing committees 
of the ninety dioceses in America. Then 
Presiding Bishop Clarke of Providence, R. 
I., must be notified of the concurrence of a 
majority: of these committees. He then 
wit notify the Bishops of the United States, 
and a majority of these must concur in the 
‘election. Then it is likely that Mr. Ander- 
son will de consecrated-in the Cathedral of 
8S. Peter and Paul, the Presiding Bishop, 
with three others, laying hands upon him. 
Not untl he is consecrated will the Coad- 
jutor Bishop draw salary. 

Bishop McLaren expressed himself as 
perfectly satisfied with the choice of the 
convention, and in his speech of thanks to 
the convention he said that, while his stay | 
with the diocese might be short, the con- 
sideration and cotperation of the conven- 
tion has been such as to make my remain- 
ing years promising of the nn

SUES TO OBTAIN BIG DIAMOND. 


Mrs. Bessie White Brings Action to 
Obtain Possession of a Stone 
Weighing Twenty Carats. 


A diamond the size of a flve-cent piece, 
weighing twenty carats and worth from 
$2,000 to $5,000 was handled by a jury in 
Judge Chytraus’ court yesterday.

Mrs. White claims possession of the gem. | 
It belonged to her uncle, Nimrod Lancas- 
ter, who was a diamond miner in south Af- 
rica in the early 70s, and who returned to 
this country with 265 diamonds, in nnn. 
valued at 8100, 000. 

| Mr. Lancaster gave her six mounted and 
one unmounted gem in 1804. She left the 
unmounted one in the First National Bank. 
Mr. Lancaster died in 1895, and William C. 
Phipps took charge of the unmounted stone, 
claiming it for the estate: He sued to get 
the others, but Mrs. White won the suit 
and brought this action to get the stone * 
Mr. ‘Phipps’ possession.

ernment in the Anglo-Saxon sense. My own 
belief is that there is not 100 men among 
them who comprehend what Anglo-Saxon 
self-government even means; and there are 
over 5,000,000 people to be governed. I 
know many clever and highly educated men 
among them, but there are only three com- 
manding intellects and characters—Arel- 
lano, Mabini, and Aguinaldo. Arellano, the 
Chief Justice of the new Supreme Court, is 
a profound lawyer, and a brave and incor- 
ruptible man. Mabini is the highest type of 
subtlety and the most constructive mind 
that race has yet produced. Aguinaldo is a 
clever popular leader, able, brave, resource~ 
ful, cunning, ambitious, Onscrupulous, and 
masterful. He is full of decision, initiative. 
and authority, and had the confidence of the 
masses. He is a natural dictator. His ideas 
of government are absolute orders, implicit 
obedience or immediate death. He under- 
stands the character of his countrymen. He 
is a Malay Sylia; not a Filipino Washington. 
„These conclusions were forced upon me 
by observing the people in all walks of life in 
‘the different islands, and by conversations 
with foreign merchants, priests, mestizos, 
pure Filipinos, and every variety of mind, 
character, and opinion from San Fernando 
in Luzon, on down through the entire archi- 
pelago to the interior of Sulu. These con- 
versations were had informally at dinner 
tables, on journeys,.and the like, and al- 
ways under conditions favorable to entire 
ess and unreserve. Their chief value 
is that they are the real opinions of their 
authors and not prepared and guarded 


statements.” 
Need of Commercial Expansion. 


Senator Beveridge read extracts from a 


number of interviews made with natives and 


merchants in each of the islands and, con- 
tinuing, said: ‘ 

Here, then, Senators, is the situation. 
Two years ago there was no land in all the 
world which we could occupy for any pur- 
pose. Our commerce was daily turning to- 
ward the Orient, and geography and trade 
developments made necessary our commer- 
cial empire over the Pacific. And in that 
ocean we had no commercial, naval, or mili- 
tary base. Today we have one of the three 
great ocean possessions of the globe, located 

at the most commanding commercial, naval, 
and military points in the eastern seas, with- 
in hail of India, shoulder to shoulder with 
China, richer in its own resources than any 
body of land on the entire globe, and 
peopled by a race which civilization demands 
shall be improved. Shall we abandon it? 

„That man little knows the common peo- 
ple of the republic, little understands the in- 
stincts of our race, who thinks we will not 
hold it fast, and hold it forever, administer- 
ing just government by simplest methods. 
We may trick up devices to shift our bur- 
dén and lessen our opportunity; they will 
avail us nothing but delay: We may tangle 
conditions by applying academic arrange- 
ments of self-govérnment to a crude situa- 
tion; their failure will drive us to our duty 
In the end. 


Plea for Therough Military Work. 

He spoke of the military situation in the 
Philippines and declared that insurrection 
is lipino habit. The people at home in 
8 , he said, did not support but criticised 
their Generals in the field. 

In speaking of the military policy to be ob- 
served Senator Beveridge said: ; 

“Mr. President, that must not be our plan. 
This war is like all other wars. It needs to 
be finished before it is stopped. I am 4 
pared to vote either to make our work thor- 
ough or even now to abandon it. A lasting 
peace can be secured only by overwhelming 
forces in ceaseless action until universal and 
absolute final defeat is inflicted on the ene- 
my. To halt before every armed force, every 
guerrilla band opposing us is dispersed or 
exterminated, will prolong hostilities and 
leave alive the seeds of perpetual! insurrec- 


“ Eiven then we should not treat. To treat 
at all is to admit that we are wrong. And 
any quiet so secured will be delusive and 
fleeting. And a false peace will betray us: 
a sham truce will curse us. It is not to serve 
the purposes of the hour, it is not to salve a 
present situation that peace should be 
tablished. It is for the tranquillity of the 
archipelago forever. It is for an orderly gov- 


ernment for the Filipinos for all the future. 


It is to give this problem to posterity solved 
not vexed and involved.“

 Aguinaldo’s Encouragement Here. 


“ Reluctantly and only from a sense of 
duty,“ said he, am I forced to say that 
American opposition to the war has been 
the chief factor in prolonging it. Had 
Aguinaido not understood, that in America, 
even in the American Congress, even here 
in the Senate, he and his cause were sup- 
ported; had he not known that it was pro- 
tlaimed on the stump and in the press of 
a faction in the United States that every 
shot his misguided followers fired into the 
breasts of American soldiers was like the 
volleys fired by Washington's men against 
the soldiers of King George, his insurrection 
would have dissolved before it entirely 
crystallized, . 

“The utterances of American opponents 
bi. the war are read to the 
Aguinaldo and repeated in exaggerated 
form among the common people. Arms and 

ammunition were shipped from Asiatic ports 

to the Filipinos by wretches claiming Amer- 
lean citizenship: and these acts of infamy 
were coupled by the Malays with American 


assaults on our government at home. The 


_Fillpinos do not understand free 

and therefore our tolerance of 7 
assaults on the American President and the 
American government means to them that 
our President is in the minority or he would

He did not believe Mr. Beveridge 
would advise the American people to do this 
thing or to do anything so base as to strike 
down the infant Filipino republic. < . 

Mr. Hoar referred to Mr. Beveridge's 
statement that the present condition of war- 
fare was due to utterances in this country. 
This he denied, and pointed out that in De- 
cember, 1898, the President had sent a proc- 
lamation to General Otis for publication to 
the Filipinos. General Otis returned the 
proclamation with the statement that after 
full consideration of the terms soveteign- 
ww,” right of cession,’’ etc., he was con- 
vinced they were calculated to cause an im- 
mediate outbreak of hostilities. General 
Otis amended the proclamation by making 
the statement: “I am convinced that it is 
the intention of the government of the Unit- 
ed States to seek the establishment ot the 
most liberal government in the Philippines.”

$500, I do not think he should be exempt.
